Projectionists 
Ask $15 Raise 


Washington Union  Retaliates 
Against Talkies Throwing 
Musicians Out of Work 


WASHINGTON, Aug. 4-—The biggest 
labor fight in thelr experience is now 
faced by the Washington motion picture 
exhibitors. An increase of $15 over the 
present weekly ecale of #70 has been de- 
manded by the Motion Picture Operators’ 
Union for the down-town picture houses. 

One of the chief issues is a demand 
for the employment of a minimum of 
six Inmen instead of five tn the projection 
booth of a theater equipped for sound 
pictures. It is stated that the union 
anticipates that many union musicians 
will be thrown out of work by the 
talkies, and their demands are in retalia- 
tion against the exhibitors who Install 
the sound devices 

The projectionistse have submitted 
their demands, giving the exhibitors un- 
til Auguef 31 to meet them. The in- 
crease asked applies only to those thea- 
ters that have been or are being equipped 
for talking pictures. 


‘Ziegfeld Follies’ May Not Tour 


NEW YORK. Aug. 6.—As a result of 
Florenz Ziegfeld'’s objection to having an 
attraction offered on the road under his 
hame unless it is sent out directly from 
his organization, the touring company of 
the 2iet Ziegfeld Follies, which George 
E Wints had scheduled. may be called 
of. This wili not affect Winte’s com- 
pany of the other Ziegfeld show, Rio 
Rita 

The Broadway producer is averse to 
the use of the name Zieefeld In connec- 
tion with a show not directly under his 
management. 


Chicago Musicians 
Formulating Demands 


CHICAGO, Aug. 4—Members of the 
Chicago Musicians’ Union and local thea- 
ter managers will meet Inte this month 
to arrange terma for the new season, 
which starts Labor Day, On that date 
the present agreement with the union 
expires and it is probable that the union 
wil ask for an increase in salary for 
house musicians, 

James Petrillo, president of the local 
Union, who returned from New York this 
Woek, stated that a meeting of the union 
Will be held within the next two weeks 
to formulate demands to be presented 
when they meet the managers. 

Petrillo stated that no action ts prob- 
rns. with regard to houses that are do- 
DE away with orchestras because of the 
inetallation of sound pictures. 


Broadway Producers and Film Magnates Ready for War— 
Vocafilm Deal Practically Closed—Equity Action This 
Week on Talkie Contracts—Stock in Danger 


NEW YORK, Aug. 6-—The impending 
purchase of Vocafiim by a number of 
Broadway producers, including Al Woods, 
the Shuberts, Arthur Hammerstein, Wil- 
liam A. Brady, Joe Gates and others, 
presages the most gigantic struggle be- 
tween Broadway producers and the old 
line motion picture interests since the 
inception of films. The deal is al! agreed 
upon, with the approval of patent rights 
the only thing left to be smoothed out 
before passing over the purchase money. 
Because of a 14-year contract, Earl Ham- 
mons, of Educational Pictures. will have 
full control of the physical distribution 
of the Vocafilm product. 

Denial was made to The Rillboard by 
Woods of the report that a company was 
prepared to go abroad to synchronize a 
Broadway play when a hitch occurred 
ovg the Hammons contract. He alsso 
said that Ziegfeld is not yet among the 
“seven or eight" producers lined up in 
the Vocafilm deal. 

Frank Gilimore, executive secretary of 
Equity, whose executive council tssued 
the rule that legitimate performers shall 
not sign contracts for talkies without 
the consent of Equity, remarked that 
Equity and the producers contemplating 
the talkification of their shows will 
probably get together this week and 
establish some working arrangement, but 
upon what terms he could not forecast. 
He holds that the actor who engages 
to make a talkie is in competition with 
himself. 


Officials of Equity, however, are not 
alarmed because they know they hold 
the whip and in the contro! of talent. 
The entrance of the legitimate producers 
into the talkies, Gillmore holds, is a 
good thing for the members of Equity, 
because he feels that the legitimate pro- 
ducers will protect the legitimate stage. 
which is their basic means of revenue. 
He advances the opinion that the talkies 
themselves will have an immediate 
detrimental effect on the legitimate 
theater, but doesn’t think that they will 
have any marked effect for more than 
two years. He likens their vogue to the 
“craze” at the advent of the talking ma- 
chine and the radio. They will hit the 
outlying stock companies hardest, he 
said, by new price-cutting competition. 

He urged against actore hurrying into 
talkie contracts and said that no plan of 
action can be developed with regard to 
Equity’s attitude on working terms unti! 
actors bring their talkie contracts in for 
Equity’s approval. Since a canned play 
would mean multiple performances on 
the film and multiple profits for the 
producers, performers are of the opinion 
that talkie salaries will soar to the 
heights of the wages paid to film stars. 

Old line motion picture officials view 
the oncoming war with the Broadway 
producers calmly. M-G-M officials have 
been engaging several Broadway players 
for their forthcoming talkies and if the 
battle rages hot for speaking players, the 
legits. should indeed wax rich. 


Costumers’ Association Holds 
Annual Convention in N. Y. 


Members From Every Part of Country Meet To Analyze Condi- 
tions and Choose Most Effective Means of Eliminating or 
Lessing Trade Difficulties 


NEW YORK. Auc. 6—The annual 
ecnvention of the National Costumers’ 
Arsociation opened at 9 o'clock this 
morning at the Hotel President. About 
80 costumers from every section of 
the country. attended the first session, 
and many more are expected to arrive 
within the next day. Judging from the 
excellent start. the convention should 
be ore cf the most successful in the 
histery of the organization, and. con- 
sidering the subjects of trade importance 
that are set for discussion, should re- 
sult in the adoption of business policies 
that will improve the entire industry. 

After the directors met at 9:30 the 
convention was officially called to order 
by President Lester, of Chicago. An in- 
vocation was made by Rev. Edward W. 
Hale, pastor of the Fifth Avenue Pres- 
byterian Church, and then Otto Palmer, 
of the Brooks Costume Company, New 
York, welcomed the visitors in behalf of 
the local New York committee, mention- 
ine the benefita his concern had derived 
from its membership and praising the 
work of the association. 


Joseph Nathan Kane, publicity direc- 
tor, then greeted the guests in a short, 
humorous speech, presenting them with 
a gigantic key to the city. After vari- 
ous details had been brought up by 
John Haneen, secretary-treasurer, who 
read the minutes of the last convention, 
and by Lester and Major Harrelson, 
Lester presented large, beautiful silver 
loving cups to the Major, Hansen, David 
M. Yost, Robert Schmidt, Adolph Klein 
and Willis Crocker in appreciation of 
their services. 


Lester then explained that he was re- 


signing as president since he did not 
believe an executive should continue in 
office indefinitely or allow an organi- 
gation to grow into a one-man affair.

Slips for Dues Will Be Presented 
to Management for Imme- 
diate Collection 


NEW YORK, Aug. 6.—Because of the 
difficulty Equity has experienced in 
collecting on I O U slips which mem- 
bers have presented for dues, the couti- 
cil last week passed a ruling authorizing 
that such slips when tendered be im- 
mediately presented to the management 
of the particular production for cashing. 
if the producer does not wish to cash 
the slip he will be allowed to secure 
another player for the actor in arrears 
This ruling becomes effective immiedi- 
ately and was enacted after the asso- 
ciation was left with 14 I O Us from 
a recent production which closed before 
they could be collected. 

In the past it has been the policy 
of Equity to accept the slips rather than 
step in and refuse to allow the actor 
a means of employment. In most cases 
where such élips have been taken, how- 
ever, it is a matter of record at the 
association’s headquarters that it has 
been a difficult thing to collect on them 
after the production has closed and the 
management has paid salaries. 

The new ruling, while offering the 
managers opportunities for recasting, 
provided they do not wish to pay the 
dues, also places a limitation upon them 
if they wish to keep a certain player 
but will not advance the dues. Players 
in arrears automatically put themselves 
on the ineligible list and producers 
wishing to keep a player in arrears will 
either have to advance the dues or let 
the actor out, inasmuch as Equity rules 
do not allow members in good standing 
to work with ineligibles and, therefore, 
could pull out the Balance of the com- 
pany if the management refused to 
comply.

Questionnaire, Now in Prepara- 
tion, Must Be Answered by 
Members and Applicants 


NEW YORE, Aug. 6. — Officials of 
Actors’ Equity Association are now en- 
gaged in preparing the questionnaire 
which is to be used in checking up 
those who will fall under the recently 
enacted alien ban, scheduled to go into 
effect November 1. Two sets of ques- 
tions are being formed, one to be sent 
to every member of the organization, 
while the other will be incorporated in 
the application filed by new members. 

It is expected that the questionnaire 
will be ready for mailing by September 
1, and until then officials say there is 
no way of estimating how many foreign 
players will be affected. It is certain, 
however, that the dramatic stage will 
bear the brunt of the burden, while the 
musical shows will feel little, if any. 
effect. 

Included in the questionnaire wil] be 
space to allow the alien player to show 
a record of his engagements in this 
country, and all those having a total 
of 100 weeks here since 1923 will be free 
of any possible action by the association. 

Indications around the trade are that 
the effect on the legitimate stace will 
not be as heavy as might be expected, 
it being explained that most of the 
alien “name” players can show thr re- 
quired amount of playing time. The 
future is what is worrying the producers, 
altho they feel that the Equity ruling 
will not be a heavy burden on them and 
that there are several clauses in the 
alien regulation that offer possibilities 
for the iinportation of foreigh talent un- 
der restrictions.

Higher Salaries 
For Choristers 


Increased Number of, Musical - 
Productions Causes Demand 
For Ensemble Workers. 


NEW YORK, Aug. 6-—The number of 
musical productions that are being lined 
up for the fall season, and the possibility 
of several more musicals being offered in 
Broadway theaters, is considered to de 
reassuring tn ensemble circles. Because 
of this favorable condition, many chorus 
workers are of the opinion that they are 
in for one of the best periods In many 
years, and are accordingly optimistic re- 
garding the outlook both for interesting 
working conditions and for satisfactory 
remuneration. In a number of instances 
chorus people have voiced the belief 
that the increased number of produc- 
tions will give them a chance to do more 
picking and choosing than they have 
been able to do for some time, and that 
this will result in increased salaries. 

As a matter of fact, this belief is more 
than idle conjecture. Certain producers 
are reported to be boosting the salary 
not only of the particularly desirable 
chorus worker, but also of the average 
member of the ensemble, Ear! Carrol’ 
is on this list and so is Sammy Lee. 
Even tho the minimum chorus pay is 
$35, and the average weekly salary $40, 
this last ficure is being boosted con- 
siderably. The fecling also exists that 
the average season of 30 weeks for chorus 
people will be lengthened by several 
weeks because of the increasing number 
of attractions.

Closes New Deal 


Majestic Group and T. O. B. A. 
Get Together—Assures 40 
Weeks’ Bookings 


NEW YORK, Aug. 6—An agreement 
signed last week between the newly or- 
ganized Majestic Theatrical Circult, and 
the T. O. B. A. brings those two leading 
organizations in the colored theatrical 
field in a working arrangement that 

arantees @ season of 40 weeks to col- 
ored musical shows playing the Majestic 
Circuit. The deal was closed by Charles 
H. Turpin, of St. Louis, and Martin 
Klein, of Chicago, representing the T. O 
B. A., and Jack Goldberg and Joseph J. 
Myers, representing the Majestic Cir- 
cult. 

Under the agreement the Majestic 
Circuit is to have ready 25 colored mu- 
sical shows to open Labor Day in the 
95 cities, previously reported, routed by 
the Majestic Circult and booked by the 
T. O. B. A. The contract just closed 
between the two organizations stipu- 
lates that for one year the T. O. B. A 
shall book no other attractions than 
those of the Majestic Circult, with the 
exception of several special attractions 
which both parties are to agree upon. 

In this way 25 solid weeks are guar- 
anteed while 15 weeks optional time, 
either as return engagements or thru 
additional bookings, will be offered. The 
booking arrangement is upon a basis 
of 50 per cent of the gross with a guar- 
antee of $1,000, which will cover the 
ealaries of the 20 people who will com- 
prise each unit. Equipment and rail- 
road expenses are to come from the 50 
per cent split. 

Arrangements are now. being nezoti- 
ated with the Shubert and Erlanger 
booking offices whereby colored units 
showing well on the T. O. B. A. Time 
will be offered to the legitimate offices 
for routing in some of the key white 
theaters of the country. 

It is planned also to supply advertis- 
ing matter of all kinds to each house 
manager on the circuit, all the explofta- 
tion being handled from a central of- 
fice In New York. 

Altho the agreement between the Ma- 
jestic people and the T. O. B. A. is only 
for ome: year, indications are that, ‘if 
the approaching season is a success, 
both groups will merge.

NEW YORK, Aug. 4—Discussion of act stealing among agents, plans for the 
formation of an arbitration board to settle all disputes, and a resolution to fine 
and suspend any agent who fails to submit “emergency lists” for Saturday and 
Sunday to the big-time booking office, were the highlights this week of a meeting 
of the Association of Vaudeville Artists Representatives, all of whose members 


are K-A-O agents. 

The question of act stealing was 
brought up by Frank Evans, with the re-

Some agents were not in favor of the 
week’s suspension, due to the fact that 
it would work an injustice to the acts 
they represent. For this reason, a heavier 
fine may be agreed upon in lieu of the 
euspension. 

The question of the “emergency lists” 
came up when it was reported some 
agents recently had been lax in turning 
in lists of their acts for use of the book- 
ing office on Saturdays and Sundays in 
an emergency. The agents take turns in 
working or the week-ends and the list 
of acts from all agents takes care of 
the detail of booking material whenever 
needed quickly on these days. He may 
select an act from his own list or from 
the lists of any of his brother agents.

Vita. Appeal 
As Test Case 


Plans No Court Action in N. Y. 
—Is Submitting Dialog 
Now 


NEW YORK, Aug. 6.—-No court action 
in the form of a test case will be taken 
in this State by Warner Brothers, pro- 
ducers of Vitaphone pictures, as reported, 
following the decision last week of the 
Board of Censors here. that dialog pic- 
tures were censorable. The Warners in- 
stead are appealing the decision against 
them recently in the Pennsylvania courts 
to the Supreme Court In Washington, 
D.C. The appeal, expected to come up 


on the fall calendar, will then be 
taken as a blanket judgment af- 
fecting censorship of screen dialog 


thruout the country. In this way they 
will eliminate the necessity of bringing 
test cases in various State courts 

The Fox Movietone, victor over the 
Pennsylvania censors in the courts of 
that State, is maintaining an attitude 
of watchful waiting. According to a Fox 
Official, their product is different from 
Vitaphone, and dialog objectionable to 
the censors can be casily “cut”, while 
Vitaphone uses discs, which cannot be 
“cut”. Movietone sound, being on the 
film, elimination is simplified. 

In the meantime Vitaphone has re- 
taingd a prominent legal firm to carry 
its battle to the national capital. 
While the Supreme Court decision is be- 
ing awaited, it will continue to sub- 
mit dialog transcript to the censor board. 

The decision of the New York Board of 
Censors that dialog was censorable was 
announced last week by Col. James Win- 
gate, head of the board. 


Planes Are Carrying 
15 Reels of Film Daily

All acts must have a minimum 


arrangement of 16 pieces, and the circuit, if the artistes so desire, will make the 


arrangements at a nominal cost. An ar- 
ranging bureau is being established, 
Schwartzwald announced and competent 
arrangers employed to handle this work. 

It is desirable from the artistes’ point 
of view to have his arrangements made 
by the circuit, so that duplicates can be 
furnished if a piece is lost. It was ex- 
plained that an act can wire the office 
and get a duplicate piece or set by air 
mail in time possibly for his next date 
if lost en route. When scores are made 
outside, this can not be done, obviously. 

The K-A-C Circult is attempting to 
standardize orchestras so that the same 
arrangements will suit all houses, In the 
Fast, pit organizations are being increased 
from 8 to 12 men in the nei¢hborhood 
houses, The Palace and Hippodrome 
have 16, and some of the new big timers 
to open this season, including the Ken~ 
more, Brooklyn: the Keith, Boston, and 
the Flushing (L. I.) house, will probably 
have the same number. 

In order to check up on acta, a receipt 
card has been printed which the artiste 
must sign on the completion of every 
date, and give to the leader, showing the 
music was returned tn the condition it 
was given the band. This is sent to 
Schwartrwald’s department and put in 
the files, following notations of any re- 
marks that may be appended 

Schwartrwald called a meeting of the 
big-time agents this week to inform 
them of steps and plans.

In advance of the opening of White 
Shadows in the South Seas, wiseacres 
along Broadway had the picture pegged 
for Just another “scenic” coming in on 
the crest of the wave that brought Fox's 
Lost in the Arctic and others, but how 
wrong they were! The picture, made 
with a score and effects in sound, has all 
the earmarks of being a winner and a 
real one to boot. 

Scenically, it is a beautiful and in- 
teresting production (the scenes were 
shot in the South Seas), and, so far as 
story goes, it presents the serious ques- 
tion of the viclousness that was brought 
along with the splendors of civilization 
by the Invasion of whites, principally 
traders. How the natives kill themselves 
diving for péarls for traders Who pay 
them next to nothing for the gems is 
brought out effectively, with a number 
of shots graphically depicting the diving 
and consequences. Glant clams, octopuses, 
sharks and other sea life are photographed 
with amazing clarity tn closeups, making 
the picture from this angle unusually 
interesting. 

Natives and their food, life and rituals 
get a good deal of footage in the picture, 
with this atmosphere woven into the 
story without Injuring the continuity. 
The story of White Shadows concerns a 
derelict doctor who is driven from one 
island by his trader enemies and turns 
up at another as yet untouched by 
whites and civilization, Here he becomes 
a “White God" and is to be married to 
the chieftain’s daughter when his trader 
enemies show up and in a brawl! kil! 
him. As.a result the picture has an un- 
happy ending, but for general release, 
when it will be mecessary to cut, {t can 
be ended in at least two different spots 
happily. This probably will be done for 
the general market.

playreader of the big time, have also 
done much to arouse Eastern student 
bodies to the field in vaudeville for 
dramatic sketch writers. 

We feel that the dramatic sketch is 
one of the few valuable tools within the 
reach of circuit executives which can be 
used to carve a niche for vaudeville on 
the ever-changing relief map of show 
business. Dramatic sketches, when they 
are good, entertain the masses and cap- 
ture the good will of the better classes. 
All hail to the latest Beau Geste of the 
new big time! 


IT IS AS HUMAN to break rules and 
violate codes as it is to make them. In 
the daily contacts between performers 
and front and back of the house man- 
made rules—wise and necessary ones— 
are often violated thru the acquiescence 
of those delegated to enforce them. The 
infractions are committed more often 
than those who make the rules would 
want others to think they realize. Yet 
this is a good, heatihy sign. It shows 
that the better part of human nature 
has survived the inroads of three, four 
and five shows a day, cut salaries and 
long vacationless stretches for house 
managers. 

Every so often there has been called 
to our attention thru personal observa- 
tion and thru the agency of “reliable 
sources” instances of stagehands closing 
their eyes to acts carrying surplus hang- 
ing pieces without the prescribed travel- 


ing electrician or carpenter. In most of 
such cases the vigilance of stagehands 
was intentionally relaxed when they 
learned of these acts playing for coffee 
and cakes on one of those indefinite 
showing journeys. The performers 
owned the act and the eye-closing 
Process was a direct gesture of sym- 
pathy for the under-paid devils. Even 
unions, we remind the embittered cir- 
cuit button pushers, are capable of 
something of a sustained preoccupation 
with humanness. 

On the other side of the fence is piled 
up eloquent evidence of the average 
performer's gift of régarding rules as a 
means rather than an end. How many 
shows are saved every week by “selfish 
actors” filling extra spots in an emer- 
gency not provided for in contracts? 
While we are expounding the virtues of 
rule breaking, no stronger point can be 
spotted as a closer than that of house 
managers paying acts full salaries for 
incomplete dates occasioned thru the 
indisposition of performers or mishaps 
to their near and dear ones. The 
brighest spot in the whole display is 
the good-natured reticence of union and 
circuit officials in bringing the viola- 
tors to blind justice. Like a city editor 
we once knew, they arc happy to know 
that certain disregard of rules is taking 
place, but woe be to him who expects 
them to continue their tolerant attitude 
once they find out that someone knows 
they are wised up to the goings on.

Cinematorials

SOME THINK it rather peculiar or at 
least perplexing that the Motion Picture 
Theater Owners of America should hold 
their convention in October this year for 
the first time. It is a three-day meet 
and will probably be concerned with the 
usual issues of legislation, overseating, 
music tax and other old and worn-out 
subjects. 

For some reason or other the M. P. 
T. O. A. has not been very active of late 
years. Its present policy seems to be one 
of watchful waiting, but for what no 
one can discern. One thing is certain, 
the producers and distributors—natural 
enemies of the independent exhibitor 
members of such organizations as the 
M. P. T. O. A—are now more or less left 
alone. The sword has been placed in 
the sheath, but the industry still awaits 
the announcement of what was done to 
achieve the smoking of the pipe of peace. 


WHAT’S TO BECOME of the wise- 
cracking title writer now that the 
“talkies” are threatening te do away 
with titles entirely? 

Will picture fans miss the screen- 
worded laughs of Ralph Spence, George 
Marion, Jr; Joe Farnum, Tom Bret and 
a few of the other really humorous ti- 
tlists of the film world? 

They probably will. 

But on the other hand the disappear- 
ance of the title will eliminate a great 
social error—the title writer who tried 
to be funny and was merely pathetic. 
Hollywood is full of this ilk. Their idea 
of wisecracking is the rehashing of 
moth-eaten jokes. Without access to 
College Humor and other publications 
of this type, the majority of title writers 
of the present era would find them- 
selves in a tough spot. 

Farnum, Spence and Marion are un- 
doubtedly the three outstanding gen- 
iuses in their particular field. Under the 
new order of things they will remain 
just as valuable to the industry. All 
should take their respective places among 
successful dialog writers for the talkies. 


FOREIGN ACCENTS are the new buga- 
boo of the pictures. Well-known play- 
ers brought to this country within late 
years by American producers are going 
to find serious obstacles facing them in 
the future with the dialog pictures tak- 
ing the country by storm. In the past 
@& pronounced accent did not interfere 
with a foreign player being cast in the 
guise of English-speaking characters. 

Nils Asther, United Artists contract 
player, was one of the first to feel the 
new order of things. He has just been 
taken from the cast of a production on 
the Coast because of his strong accent. 
It will be interesting to note how this 
condition will be overcome by producers 
with high-priced foreign talent on the 
payroll.

A firm of music publishers submit the 
following hints for new songwriters:

Second, see that the manuscript itself 
is neat and clean. It is surprising in 
what shape some are submitted. Your 
manuscript might be a masterpiece, but 
the publisher will never find it out une 
less it is neat, clean and readable. 

Third, amateur writers have no busi- 
ness in the song game, unless they go to 
the trouble and expense of having a real 
expert put their ideas into shape. And 
by experts we do not mean the kind who 
thrive on the innocent sucker. 

Fourth, manuscripts which are sube- 
mitted without having been especially 
called for, must be accompanied by suf- 
ficient return postage, if the writer ex- 
pects to have them returned to him.

Esther Rogers, of Philadelphia, han- 
died the varying moods of Nina with 
breadth and understanding. The pari 
of Filipo might have been written for 
Mr. Badillo, whose subtle voice and 
facial expressions gave unusual dramatic 
Sympathy to the part of the boy. 

C. Floyd Whitcomb brought out the 
two extremes of Guido's character, his 
irresponsible love of life and his desire 
to guide the artistic aspirations of the 


boy. 

Adolph Colmans gave weight and 
simplicity to the part of the priest, and 
Conan Van Loo completed the cast. 

Guido’s studio was designed by Mr. 
Badillo and the play directed by Wind- 
sor Daggett, the author. 

Nina was held over for a second week, 
with new plays added to the bill, and 
Florence Sodekson, of New York, ap- 
peared as “guest” member of the cast.

The success of The Undercur- 
rent, by Fay Elhert, the Drama League 
of America prize play, presented at the 
Palace, Chicago, which was used as a 
test, has in a measure influenced the 
decision of the professional circuit to 
co-operate with the little theater.

Edwinna Colville, as Hypatia Tarleton, 
proved a provocative “storm celter”, 
playing with allyring naivete and show- 
ing a facile tongue for verbal “tongue 
twisters”. 

John Koch, as the young aviator, who 
fell from his plane and into the Tarle- 
ton garden and into love with Hypatia, 
played the role with just the right de- 
gree of manly bewildermient. 

Judith Knight, as Lina Szczepanowska, 
who, disguised as an aviator, also fell 
into the garden with the plane and into 
the thick of the family arguments, was 
charming and played with admirable 
finesse. 

Merle Kaye. as Gunner, had the ex-

A stage has been built under the 
supervision of O'Toole, who also super- 
intended the installation of the lighting 
system He has chosen all plays and is

‘The 
club has presented 175 plays in its 29 
years of existence. Not 6nly has O'Toc!l. 
chosen tho vehicles, but. with the ax. 
sistance of his wife, has arranged the 
individual parts from the scripts.

O'Toole has acted a8 accompanist at 
each performance, the club presenting 
Specialties between acts. She has served 
also as assistant director when her hus- 
band was directing a musical produc- 
tion. 

The activities of the St. Rose Dra. 
matic Club are not confined to the 
“legit’. The club has produced musica! 
comedy, comic opera and vaudeville. 

Alma O'Toole, eldest daughter of the 
O’Tooles, has been in every production 
of the club for 10 years. Eileen O'Toole. 
second daughter, has played comedy 
roles repeatedly, opposite her father, the 
elder sister handling most of the 
feminine leads. Helen O'Toole, the 
youngest daughter, has been in a num- 
ber of casts in recent years and has 
also contributed specialties. 

The eldest son, Edward O'Toole, has 
played im numerous productions during 
the past 10 years. Another son, John. 
has played infrequently. but has aided 
his father backstage. P. L.. O'Toole. a 
brother of J. J. has been associated with 
the club since its birth, being one of 
the pioneer members, and has appeared 
ee 70 productions. :

Viennese Hypnotist 
Gives Demonstration 


EDMONTON, Alta., Aug. 4—After help- 
ing to solve a murder mystery, Dr. Max- 
millian A. Langsner, Viennese criminolo- 
gist, subdued two enraged fighting cocks 
by means of what he described as hyp- 
notism. 

From Verno Booher, Dr. Langsner ob- 
tuined in 15. minutes information as to 
where he had hidden a rifle. Then 
Booher confessed he had killed his 
mother, brother and two farm hands. 
The doctor said he obtained his informa- 
tion by reception of thought. 

Two fighting cocks, which the doctor 
had never seen before, were placed upon 
table, where they immediately began 
fighting furiously. Dr. Langsner, grasp- 
ing the birds by the wings, concentrated 
his will power on them. The cocks slow- 
ly quited down, their heads drooped, 
and their respiration was the only sign 
they were alive. Laying the cocks side 
by side on the table, the doctor stepped 
back. As he snapped his fingers, releas- 
ing them, he said, from the hypnotic 
spell they sprang to their feet and began 
fighting again. Scientists, police officials 
and reporters saw the demonstration. 

Explaining his method, Dr. Langsner 
said that the act of thinking sends out 
vibrations in waves similar to radio. In 
every person, he said, there is an unde- 
veloped sixth sense by which these 
Waves can be received. This high sense, 
he said, can be developed by training. 

In explanation of how he was able to 
obtain from Booher the information as 
to where the gun was hidden, he said 
that a person who has committed a 
crime has it constantly on his mind. It 
was, therefore, comparatively simple for 
him to tune in on Booher’s thoughts.

The down-on-one-side and up-in-front 
model sketched in the front view above. 


This hat, introduced by Reboux, is a 
whimsica! picture frame for the face. 
Made of softest felt, the band which 


encircles the crown holding the up-on- 


ene-side effect. 


The cap toque, dusigned by LeMon- 
nier, for the charmer with a lovely pro- 
file, as the sketch suggests. It fits the 
head shugly—tiny pin tucks take care 
of that. confining the fullness at the 
left side. Overhanging the earlap is a 
ring on which is huug a bow. 


Hats with fair-sized brims which turn 
back in front and down in front, bor- 
rowing style from the plrate, bravely 
showing forehead and eyes. Smalicr 
brimmed felt hats adopt the same trick 
end many others in addition, among 
them a front brim slashed to tle back 
from the face in a perky bow. 


Bandeau hats, a decided novelty. The 
bandeau encircles the head under the 
bat, some of these hats having crowns 
which suggest inverted scoops. Oc- 
casionally one sees a “pirate” hat with 
@ narrow head-encircling bandeau. 


Hats with extreme, slashes over the 
left eye; helmets with a poke-like ele- 
phant’s ear hanging from the crown at 
one side and cut away from the face on 
the ~pposite side, where a coll is formed 
beneath the ear by the slashed back 
trim of the hat, brought forward; soft, 
light felt crowns, with face-framing 
brims of “ourson”, a heavy material with 
fuzzy hairs like those of a Persian puss; 
hats with flanges of the material run- 
ning acrees the top from ear to car 
and intended to make short women ap- 
pear taller; bonnet-like toques with the 
brim draped up in back over a bandeau 
concealed by a chow of striped ribbon: 
turbans of black hatter’s plush, trimmed 
with a flat white wing and appearing 
tather staid. 

Speaking of hatter’s plush (such as 
is used in a man’s silk topper), there 
are large hats of this material, the 
large irregular brims being the antithe- 
sis of staid. These are trimmed with 
restraint, the sole adornment in one in- 
stance being a bird pin. 

Draped turbans for formal wear are 
seen (Turkish type). 

The beret turban is new and the 
beret tam is given many new twists. 

Velvet, felt and hatter’s plush seem 
to be the leading millinery materials.

Smart Touches

RULING ON SOUND DEVICES 

Altho no cirect proposition has been 
made to Equity by the legitimate pro- 
ducing managers, who are understood to 
bave purchased the control of one of the 
sight-and-sound recording devices, known 
as Vocafilm, for the use of the casts of 
current or future productions to make 
recordings, the situation in this field Is 
changing so rapidly that Equity has been 
forced to anticipate what probable pro- 
tection it may have to afford its mem- 
bers. 

Equity feels that this protection may 
cnly be needed temporarily, for it is con- 
fident that the producers, who have been 
mamed as interested in the device, are 
not likely to launch a production cam- 
paign without consulting the associa- 
tion. 

But until some arrangement is arrived 
at between Eguity and the producers, 
Equity members are forbidden to appear 
in- any recordings of the dramatic and 
musical productions in which they may 
be appearing, without first consulting 
Equity headquarters. 

As regards future productions, no con- 
tracts with riders or addenda specifying 
such recordings as part of the services 
to be rendered in connection with the 
prodnuetion, may be signed without con- 
sulting the Equity office. 

If any such contracts are signed with- 
out Equity’s approval, Equity will not 
recognize the riders or added clauses, 
which contain matter foreign to the 
standard Equity form. This again, of 
course, holds good only until Equity has 
some time to get together and come to 
an agreement with the managers on this 
question, 

When an agreement is concluded that 
will then become a part of the contract. 
These regulations are intended only to 
protect Equity members in the interim.

Six of Mrs. Vivian's children and two of 
her grandchildren are members of 
Equity. The family has on the stage, 
Percival, Ruth and George Vivian, Violet 
Vivian Hopkins, Daisy Vivian Joyner and 
Ivy Vivian Cummings, and David Law- 


rence Vivian, the sons of Percival Vivian. 
Equity extends sircere sympathy to the 
members of her family. 


WHEN SETTLING CLAIMS DIRECT 

Occasionally members who have filed 
claims againsst some management re- 
ceive a direct settlement from the man- 
agement, and fail to notify Equity. In 
such cases the claims are still carried as 
unsettied on the Equity books, unless 
the member notifies the office of the 
settlement. To obviate unnecessary con- 
fusion and unpleasantness, members are 
requested to notify Equity of the settile- 
ment tmmediately. 


POWERS OF REPRESENTATIVES 

Branch offices and traveling representa- 
tives of the association are authorized to 
temporarily suspend members who refuse 
to obey the regulations and official in- 
structions of the Actors’ Equity Associa- 
tion. Offending members will be given 
printed slips, officially suspending them 
pending action of the council. 


REGISTRATION FOR VOTERS 


The Board of Elections of the City of 
New York has given Equity a copy of the 
regulations by which voters, who for busi- 
ness or professional reasons, in which a 
road engagement is classed, must be ab- 
sent on the days ordinarily set aside for 
registration or voting in New York. A 
copy of the regulations, with an ex- 
planation as to their application, will be 
included in one of the forthcoming issues 
of Equity Magazine, probably the August 
issue, if the printing of the basic agree- 
ment and standard minimum contract 
leaves any space available for anything 
else. 


DEPUTIES MAY SEE CARDS 

Members are reminded that it is the 
right, in fact it is the duty of the Equity 
deputies to see the membership cards of 
the members of the companies which 
they represent. Those who are asked to 
show them should not feel that the 
deputy is exceeding his authority in mak- 
ing such a request. .The avoidance of 
any unpleasantness is assured by having 
always a paid-up card. 


KEEP THE ROUTE STRAIGHT 
Equity traveling representatives are

to keep the agents from indefinitely tying 
up the output of a temporarily. needy 
author. 


NO LET DOWN FOR EQUITY 

Altho the theater is supposed to be at 
its lowest ebb of activity Just now, and 
the Equity executive staff should be least 
busy, it has never been engaged im so 
many and such pressing problems as at 
the present monient. Not one policy, but 
half a dozen ones, and all of them of 
major importance, are engaging the at- 
tention of headquarters. The opening of 
the season may bring about a realization 
of this pressure by keeping everybody 
else busy.

"Gans, VAUDEVILLE is up 
egainst a problem that will not be 

overcome very easily. In the caso 
of an actor making a personal appear- 
ance, if the house is cold to his initial 
delivery he is in a position to change his 
tactics, his material or his style. He can 
experiment for a few minutes to get the 
feel of his audience. 


In this way, an act that opens to a 
Cdld reception may, by proper adjust- 


ment to the audience mood, end up by 
stopping the show. 

It has been done. 

But how is a canned act going to meet 
these contingencies? 

It just simply can’t, that’s all. 

Either it evokes a response as it is, 
or it falls flat. 

And most of the canned acts put out 
so far are very flat. 

There is some BIG and VITAL ele- 
ment missing. 

They raise a lot of racket, but they 
deliver no kick. 

AND—note this Carefully—the head- 
liner who is used to knocking his au- 
diences cold because he knows how to 
play to them under all sorts of varying 
circumstances, is very likely to flop and 
prove a big disappointment to theater- 
goers when he appears in the sound 
film. 

What will happen to his reputation 
then? 

Many performers who spent years ac- 
quiring a name are going to queer them- 
selves overnight when they sabmit to 
the canning process. 


T’S AN ILL WIND in the hills of 
film-populated Hollywood that blows 
no good to the avenues of the spoken 

drama wherein Henry Duffy is piling 
achievernent npon achievement out there 
on the West Coast. 

Duffy, at the moment, is being be- 
sieged by moving picture stars and lesser 
lights, all of whom are eager to -dem- 
onstrate their ability to handle spoken 
parts. 

Altho the names of these players al- 
are associated with fabulous 


wavs 


little 
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salaries, in their present quest they are 
willing to accept Duffy’s figures. 

In the opinion of Duffy, the talkies 
are just a fad and they will whet 
the appetite for spoken drama. 

Meanwhile he is capitalizing on the 
advantages that the “fad” has sent his 
way. 


ONVENTIONAL PARTS in stage 
plays and moving pictures are be- 
coming more numerous than ever, 

with most of blame resting on the 
shoulders of the originators and ex- 
ponents of the type system of casting. 

The practitioners of this system ap- 
parently are not inveterate patrons of 
the theater. 

If they were, and if they exerted a 
attentiveness, they would soon 
realize the deadly effect that so many 
similar conventional characters have 
upon audiences. 

This is looking at the subject from 
the purely business standpoint of the 
theater, without stressing the equally 
injurious effect of the type system on 
the actors. 

Along Broadway and in the film pro- 
ducing centers there are many excellent 
artists who wére meant for better things 
than the unvarying roles of butler, 
bootlegger and maid. 

Perhaps these players have no desire 
for other things and are not troubled 
about their lot, but that is hard to 
believe, because it is contrary to the 
manifestations of the true artistic spirit.

LONDON, Aug. 4-—Sir Arthur Conan 
Doyle again complained this week against 
the Magistrate's verdict in the spiritual 
case heard recently, ordering a medium 
and the secretary of the Spiritual Alli- 
ance to pay the costs in a prosecution 
for fortune telling. 

In a letter to The London Times, Sir 
Arthur insists that religious enmity is 
at work in the police activity against 
mediums. 

“Without arguing the right or wrong 
of our cult,” he says, “it is an unde- 
miable fact that we are numerous and 
earnest, and that we believe the mediums 
are essential both for our study and for 
the conduct of our churches. 

“Many believe that they are the ‘angels 
of the church’ to whom Paul alludes 
and who were obviously human beings. 

“This being so, any legal action which 
forbids or restricts them is to that ex- 
tent religious persecution.” : 

The decision of the Magistrate, Sir 
Arthur says, puts the officers of the 
Spiritual Alliance in an “impossible po- 
sition” and makes them liable to prose- 
cution if any of their mediums fail to 
give satisfaction or confuse the future 
with the past. 

“What we wish as a minimum,” he 
says, “is that all righteous spiritualistic 
churches and all serious societies for the 
study of psychic matters should be ex- 
empt from police persecution.”

The Zoological Park Commission con- 
sists of Henry Ledyard, president; Walter

John T. Hillen is director. About 1,500 
officials were present on the opening day, 
which was not thrown open to the 
public. 

The public opening was held August !. 
when 988 persons were waiting when the 
gates Opened at 9:30 in the morning 
The turnstiles registered a total of 9,033 
visitors the first day. 

The park is laid out along the lines of 
the Hagenbeck Tier Park in Hamburg 
The essential feature is the fact that 
there are no bars or fences to enclose 
the animals, except those necessary for 
a few special classes, such as birds. For 
all the larger exhibits, the énclosure is 
confined by a deep moat, effectively bar- 
ring exit, but inconspicuous to the 
public. 

All the large animals in the park were 
supplied by the Hagenbeck Company. 
Heinrich Hagenbeck, of Hamburg. and 
John T. Benson, American representative, 
were at the opening. 

Among the unusual exhibits is the 
largest female elephant in America. 
She measures 9 feet, 6 inches. 

The park is about 10 per cent com- 
plete, and it is expected that severa) 
years will be required to complete it ac- 
cording to the Hagenbeck model. About 
$1,000,000 has been spent to date. The 
park occupies about 100 acres, and may 
add 20 more within a few weeks. 

John T. Millen, director, is an experi- 
enced showman, and was with the 
Hagenbeck people, training and captur- 
ing animals all around the world for 10 
years. 

The park is the property of the city 
of Detroit, and is governed by a four- 
member comrnission, with rotating terms 
of four years each.

Tips From Observant Jerry 


Jerry Picishman admits he is not a 
park manager—tever has been—yet he 
has an observant eye and a brain that 
functions frequentiy for the beneft of 
the park man. 

In the last issue of his little magazine, 
Play, he comes to the front with some 
observations that a very large number of 
park managers could well afford to heed. 
We refer particularly to paragraphs five 
and nine in the quotations below—and 
the writer of this line knows from park 
experience that Jerry is right: 

“There's one form of advertising being 
practiced by certain parks that, to my 
mind, has a backfire to it. 

“I mean the practice of giving half- 
fare or free tickets to concessions on cer- 
tain days, or under certain conditions. 

“Some parks are using this bait to get 
picnics. Unable to get picnic business 
thru legitimate hannels, they resort to 
the something-for-nothing idea. 

“Tt's a dangerous practice. . Give 
a man (or a woman) a ticket that en- 
titles him to a ride for two for 15 cents, 
and he can never quite bring himself un- 
grudgingly to the point of paying 30 
cents for the samne privilege later on. 

“When you cheapen your price, you 


cheapen your park. Oh, well, you say— 
how am I going to get the picnic busi- 
ness if I don't offer inducements? 

“You aren't going to get worth-while 
picnic business permanently, brother, on 
any other basis than value received i.1 
health, in fun, in wholesome recreation 

“. . . Ihave noticed that the parks 
that try to give away the most are the 
poorest managed and the poorest at- 
tended. 

“The solution of the problem as to 
how to attract picnics doesn’t lie in 
price slashing or other questionable 
practices. 

“It does lie in giving the matter into 
the hands of a competent, experienced 
man early in the season; in making your 
park attractive to picnickers; in seeing 
to it that your concessions do not gyp 
and do not endanger the morals of your 
younger patrons. 

“Picnickers will seize on free rides, yes, 
of course; but what they realiv come to 
your park for—and what they will con- 
tinue to come to your park for—is shade, 
good walks, comfortable benches, proper 
eating facilities, courtesy, cleanliness and 
a chance really to indulge the age-old tn- 
clination for wholesome play.”

One of the fairly big carnivals, in 
negotiating. for a date that was being 
sought by another show, pointed out to 
the committee that the latter attraetion 
had been mentioned in The Billboard as 
a strong grift show. 

On the strength of this the committee 
immediately awarded the contract to 
the opposition show, which represented 
itself as “the cleanest and best”. 

When the engagement was in progress 
it developed that the show was working 
the limit at every opportunity. 

The committee immediately got busy 
and quietly put a stop to the strong 
tactics; then wrote a report to The 
Billboard criticizing the show, deplore 
ing its unethical business conduct, and 
declaring that everything would be done 
to keep it away from that town—and 


from neighboring communities — in 
future. 
MORAL: If you are @ pot, don't call 


the kettle black. 


The foregoing. illustrates one of the 
unfortunate features of printing the 
names of extremely bad shows. 

Unprincipled agents of equally dis- 
creditable outfits—who have escaped 
mention so far—muisuse the information 
for their private ends. 

But very few of them will get away 
with it for long. 

Meanwhile, the mentioning of names 
is the only way known at present to get 
any results. If you know a better effec- 
tive method, let's have it. 

Of course, no show is being named 
unless first-hand evidence is in hand to 
prove that it is a very rotten outfit 

And outfits of that low character 
deserve to be brainded 

If they are made to lose dates as a 
result, it will either convince them of 
the necessity of cleaning up—or drive 
them out of the business and make 
room for those who do choose to operate 
straight. 


A national welfare and protective 
agency is at work collecting data and 
evidence regarding objectionable out- 
door shows. 

Up to this writing it has not been 
possible to learn whether this organiza- 
tion is allied with the survey supposed 
to be sponsored by federal officials, or 
whether it is backed by the movie in- 
terests for private reasons 

But the fact remains that data on 
the grifters is being obtained. 

The representatives of this civic en- 
Geavor are out to catch the grift 
Operations red hot 

And, from reports received, they are 
having no trouble finding plenty of 
evidence 

An ex-showman, now a prominent 
hational business man, who is privy to 
the crusade in question, is of the 
Opinion that @ government move is too 
slow, in view of the red tape involved, 
and the purpose of the private cam- 
paign is to bring about some action 
Without great delay. 

One channel for obtaining the desired 
evidence, according to The Billboard's 
informant, will be at the fall fairs. 

In view of this, The Billboard is ask- 
ing fair secretaries to give their co- 
Operation in protecting their midways 
and themselves by enforcing strict rules 
Sgainst all objectionabje practices. 

At the same time The Billboard will 
appreciate the co-operation of showmen 
ang concessionaires in being advised of 
any fair secretaries who might be the 
Offenders—especially when it comes to 
selling space to independent grift con- 
cessions after a reputable carnival has 
been booked. 


A straight p. c. joint, where everybody 
gets a run for his money and a certain 
percentage has a chance to win some- 
thing, is not so bad. But too many 
joint operators are in the same class 
with the crook who would steal pencils 
from # blind man, the thief who would 
take candy from a baby and the rummy 
who would rob his own grandmother. 


SHOW OWNERS —I/ you have any 
ticket sellers, talkers, ride help, or other 
visible attaches who look as tho they 
haven't had a bath or a shave all sea- 
fon, better make them scrub up or get 
out. The personal appearance of the 
help has a lot to do with the impression 
that the show makes in each town, and 
various reports indicate that some out- 

ts are making a very bad impression 
because of dirty-looking help. This im- 
Pression, of course, is applied by the 
Public to show business in general, It 
would pay every show owner to provide

in good appearance. Portable shower 
baths are not cumbersome or erpensive. 


Some of the gaffed p. c. wheel opera- 
tors are still displaying the same mer- 
chandise that they had last year and 
the year before. 

It is faded and filthy, but what’s the 
difference? 

Nobody will ever take it home. 

It was on the A. M. Byers Shows, 
when playing under colored auspices in 
Oklahoma City. that the ferris wheel 
was offered as a prize if the folks won. 
From personal observation, backed up 
by statements of people on the show, 
tactics of this kind are used right along. 


Lots of shows continue to allow joints 
using. ham, bacon, groceries, fruit, 
chinaware and other non-carnival mer- 
chandise—and as a result, local mer- 
chants continue to do all they can to 
agitate against carnivals. 


John Francis reports that his show 
has had to follow an awful trail since 
spring and it has caused him to lose 
plenty of money, to say nothing of the 
trouble in switching dates. 

Plenty of other good shows have had 
the same experience 

The cost, all things considered, has 
been anywhere from $10,000 to $20,000 
to each of these shows. 

They could have saved this money by 
the expenditure of about $2,000 each, 
which would have left them several 
hundred per cent to the good. 

The system is all prepared — John 
Francis and a few other showmen are 
ready to do their bit—but it will take 
at least 20 representative carnivals to 
do the trick. 


It's pretty tough on the ride operator 
who owns his device and must honor 
the hundreds of passes handed out by 
fixers in obtaining protection for the 
grifters on the midway. 

Under present conditions, individual 
ride owners could make more money for 
themselves by quitting the heavy grift 
shows and wildcatting. 


The “rat-eating” stunt on the Gold 
Medal Shows created so much disgust 
in Pittsburg, Kan., two weeks ago, that 
the public rose in protest and the show 
was stopped by the sheriff. The Pitts- 
burg Headlight, local newspaper, in de- 
nouncing the nauseating exhibition by 
“a aepraved individual”, said that “the 
incident tends to add to the growing 
belies that the modern carnival is some- 
thing which any decent community can 
get along without.” 

Read that over a few times—it’s Just 
a sample of what is happening to out- 
door show business.

The crooked concessions at the Bed- 
ford, Pa.. Fair did not belong to the 
Rice-Dorman Shows, which furnished 
the carnival midway for the event. 

They were independent joints that had 
been sold space by the fair board. 

George F. Dorman declares that here- 
after he will not play any fairs that 
retain control of the gaming conces- 
sions. 


The Frank West Shows, when visited 
recently in Alliance, O., were operating 
wide open, even taking youngsters for 
all they had. Some of the ride men and 


show managers, who own their attrac- 
tions, are said to be opposed to the 
grift. 


Objectionable rackets carried by the 
Rice Bros.’ Shows have caused many 
complaints in towns played by this car- 
nival recently. 


A group of civic organizations in Bal- 
timore are seeking the aid of the munic- 
ipal authorities to bar “gambling car- 
nivals” from that city hereafter. At 
the mayor's office they were told that 
they should report to the police all 
Violations of the city gambling ordi- 
nance, and the guilty shows would have 
their licenses revoked. 


The authorities in Chicago are going 
after the gambling shows, and at the 
same time are enacting restrictions that 
will be a handicap to all shows, good 
and bad. 


When Barlow's Big City Shows were 
closed in Fond du Lac County, Wis., on 
charges of having gambling games and 
other questionable amusements, the in- 
cident was publicized in newspapers for 
miles around, including the Milwaukee 
papers. 

Wisconsin ts making a concerted drive 
against crooked amusement activities. 


One of the little grift circuses, tho 
outwardly cleaned up as a result of 
pressure and l0cal vigilance, is still per- 
mitting the less noticeable art of short- 
changing. 


William L., Doudna, managing editor 
of The La Crosse Tribune and Leader- 
Press—the only daily newspaper in La 
Crosse, Wis.—recently published a very 
favorable editorial about circuses of to- 
day—the clean, representative circuses, 
of course 

He mentioned the Ringling-Barnum 
Show specifically. 


It was nice publicity, and will do 
much good. 
Two similarly helpful editorials ap- 


peared last week in The Janesville Ga- 
eette, Janesville, Wis.. where the S. W. 
Brundage Carnival was playing. This 
is said to be the first time the carni- 
val business ever received such recog- 
nition in that publication, which is re- 
garded as One of the important daily 


1928 
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papers of the State—a good sheet with 
a@ big circulation. 

All of which is very fine. 

Newspapers always are glad to sing a 
song of praise so long as they feel justi- 
fied in doing so. 

They would much rather praise than 
criticize 

But they will not hesitate to criticize 
when they see 2 reason for it. 

Show people can make boosters for 
show business out of almost any news- 
paper if they will conduct themselves so 
as to inspire boosting. 

It’s all up to you. 


It is fully realized by The Billboard 
that a lot of lucky boys, and the owners 
of shows who protect them, are pretty 
sore at the present efforts toward bring- 
ing about cleaner shows. 


But these men look at the matter 
only from the viewpoint of their own 
personal interests. 

Their objections to The Billboard’s 


Stand are based on an unwarranted pre- 
sumption. 

The Billboard always has advocated 
legitimate, clean shows; it never has 
condoned grift. 

Now its own interests, to say nothing 
of the whole outdoor show industry and 
the business of supply houses, tent mak- 
ers, etc., are seriously menaced 

The grift shows are carrying their 
strong work entirely too far—gradually 
killing the whole business—and yet they 
are sore at those who are trying to save 
it for them! 

Hasn't The Billboard even more cause 
to be sore at the grifters for resorting 
almost exclusively to illegitimate money 
rackets and thereby killing the trade of 
concession supply houses whose adver- 
tising has constituted The Billboard’s 
chief source of support? 

No revenue is derived from the lucky 
boys in return for the many services 
afforded them by The Billboard. 

Their purchase of a paper each week 
doesn’t bring the publication office 
enough to pay for the paper, printing 


and transportation, to say nothing of 
other overhead. 
The Billboard is a mammoth organi- 


zation, with extensive and expensive fa- 
cilities. 

These facilities—which could not be 
replaced for a million dollars—are at the 
service of showfolk for a comparatively 
insignificant price. 

In fact, thousands of show people 
receive the benefit of The Billboard’s 
services to the extent of hundreds of 
dollars each year, at practically no cost. 

If all other clean-up efforts should 
fail, and federal intervention becomes a 
reality, it will be incumbent upon The 
Billboard to deny its facilities to grift 
ers who are known to be operating in 
defiance of the law. 

That is something for the grift oper- 
ators aud lucky boys to think about 
until next week.

Silvan-Drew Circus 
Coming to the Front 


LAKEWOOD, N. J., Aug. 4.—Al F. 
Wheeler, who has had much success in 
the circus world, is duplicating his for- 
mer triumphs in directing A. Wachter’s 
tented aggregation, the Silvan-Drew 
Circus, a motorized show de luxe that 
is now in its second season and is fast 
coming to the front. The show origi- 
mated in Greensboro, N. C., three years 
ago under the title of the Dixie O. K. 
Vaudeville Show. Its present owner, A. 
Wachter, a business man of Greensboro, 
was inspired with the success of his 
undertaking and decided to convert the 
vaudeville caravan into a motorized 
circus. The show has grown from $ 
trucks in 1925 to 32 trucks in 1928, and 
is still growing, with a bright future 
presaged. The outfit, when viewed by 
a Billboard representative at Lakewood. 
made a splendid appearance. One and 
one-half-ton high-speed trucks are used. 
and the show has made all its moves 
this season promptly on schedule. All 
the rolling stock goes in the parade. 
Jack Riddle, who looks out for the ex- 
ploitation end of the show, arranges in 
each town a tieup with the local auto- 
mobile dealers, who enter a number of 
automobiles and trucks in the parade. 
This results, in most every case, of 
either an automobile or truck sale being 
made by the automobile exhibitors. 

The show uses two rings and the pro- 
gram opens with the spec. called the 
American Girl, featuring Billie Hopkins, 
prima donna; then the ludicrous buck- 
ing mule; swinging ladders, with Flor- 
ence Riddle and Jeanette Karsey per- 
forming thereon; goat act; peppy clown 
number; double trapeze and double ring 
act by Karsey Sisters and Tom and 
Bessie Hayes; riding goats, dogs and 
monkey; clown number; double trapeze, 
worked by Hayes and Hayes and the 
Levines; two pony acts; return of the 
joeys; revolving trapeze, with Levine 
and Florence Riddle introducing an iron- 
jaw act; posing horses; clown specialty: 
three dog acts, worked by W. H. Hop- 

ins, Myrna Karsey and Harry Levine: 
clowns; high-school horses: two swing- 
ing perches, introducing Misses Riddle 
and Hayes; clowns; military pony drills: 
Tommy Hayes, Wire act, and a carrying 
perch act by the Levine Family: clowns; 
two mule hurdle acts, which concludes 
a 90-minute show. 


The big show seats 1,500—530 reserved 
and the balance blues. The admission 
is 25 cents and 50 cents for reserved. 
W. H. Hopkins is equestrian director 
No single acts are used. The clown 
contingent is represented by John Lan- 
caster, Fred Foster and Jimmy and 
Arthur Carver. The 1i0-piece band is 
under the direction of Charles A. Smith, 
who recently replaced Arthur M. Kelloggs, 
forced to retire on account of bad 
health. Sixteen head of trained stock 
is used. 


Harry Karsey is manager of the side 
show, with the following attractions: 
Karsey’s mind-reading act; Myrna Kar- 
sey, snake eénchantress; Flossie La 
Blanche, strong woman; Jeanette Kar- 
sey, sword box; five cages of animals 
Eleven nifty-looking banners adorn the 
front with door piece. On the ticket

John Lancaster is regarded as one of 
the oldest clowns in the business.
